crime rate

JEROME — More Jerome youngsters 
arc getting into trouble with the law since 
the Jerome School District began split 
sessions in its middle school last month, 
local law enforcement officers say. 

"The crime rate among the junior highs 
has increased 5 to 6 percent] since double, 
sessions started and I expaat it wiU get 
worse," Jerome Police Chief Georee Silver 
III said Monday. Shoplifting and willfUI 
concealment arc the major crimes among 
the students, be sold. 

The Jerome School District inaugural^ 
a split-session schedule for the first time in 
August, sanding half the sixth-, seventh- 
and'ei^th-graders to school from 7 n.m. to 
12:15 p.m. and half from 12:30 p.m. to 
5:45 p.m. 

"Ninety percent of the kids in spht 
sessions arc home alone at least two or 
three hours and after that long they get 
bored and go to a friend’s house," Silver 
said. “It’s when two or three get together 
that the trouble starts." 

"One of the biggest problems we arc 
having with double sessions is we don’t, 
know which kid js supposed to be in' 
school,’’ he said. 

Few kids are getting into trouble at 
school, said Blaine Russell, the School. 
District’s community diversion coordiruitof 
and a Jerome police officer. 

“The schedule for those Idds Is so tight 
while they are at school, they don't have, 
time to fi^t,” Russell said. 

■ Russell said Jerome police aren’t seeing 
any more gong-related activity than usual 
at the middle school or high school level, 
but that much oHt involves girls. 

"Four girls pulled another female out of 
a pickup and beat her up,” Russell said. 
The four girls have been suspended from 
school and are “being watched" by the 
police, he said. 

There have been other threats and fights, 
especially among females, he said. 

Group names such as the “Stoners" and 
“Preps” hove been used around the 
campuses with both males and females 
belonging to each group, according to 
Russell. 

Threats and verbal encounters arc always 
present, especially at the beginning of a 
school year, he said.
